League of Nations 


In his thirties he turned to 
Woodrow Wilson and the ideals 
of the League of Nations, as did 
so many men of his age, and 
many more of those younger 
than he. It is no secret that 
when the United Nations organiza- 
tion was being discussed and the 
charter date was set, he went to 
Republican friends of his in the 
Congress. They spoke to Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt who 
appointed the eager lawyer as a 
delegate to the founding of the 
United Nations. 


In a very real sense it can be 
said that Mr. Dulles, by then, had 
determined that it was his Chris- 
tian duty to work in the field of 
international relations. He was a 
somewhat humorless man. He 
could offend without meaning to, 
as persons given to bluntness 
often do. They are not easy to 
excuse, these people. Mr. Dulles 
was not generally popular. But 
they all recognized this quality of 
morality in him. 

He was positive, was Mr. Dulles. 
And he was never in doubt that 
the choice was between the Chris- 
tian ethic and nihilism. Nihilism 
was a wholly materialistic doc- 
trine which developed in Russia 
about 1860. The Marxists took 
much of their beginnings from it. 
The theory, which anti-dated com- 
munism, was that all social, po- 
litical and economic institutions 
must be destroyed to make way 
for new. 


Nihilist Doctrines 


In all the nihilist, or semi- 
nihilist doctrines of communism 
or the Fascist regimes of Musso- 
lini and Hitler, man is himself 
nothing. The state is all. 


In “Dr. Zhivago” a philosopher 
says: 

“Rome was a flea market of 
borrowed goods and conquered 
peoples, a bargain basement on 
two floors, earth and heaven, a 
mass of filth convoluted into a 
triple knot, as an intestinal ob- 
struction.

NEW YORK (®#—The man in the 
middle of Little Rock’s school in- 
tegration crisis says the Arkansas 
capital paid dearly to rid Central 
High School of Negroes. 


Virgil T. Blossom, superin- 
tendent of Little Rock public 
schools until he resigned last No- 
vember, says the school system 
was wrecked, the influx of new 
industry into the area halted, bus- 
iness was affected adversely, and 
industrial development bond sales 
were cut in half. 


Blossom writes in a new book 
coming out Wednesday: “‘Perhaps 
the greatest damage of the inte- 
gration crisis at Little Rock was 
in the field of human values. The 
formerly good relations between 
the races collapsed during a year 
of controversy and were replaced 
by bitterness and suspicion.” 


He discusses the integra- 
tion crisis in “It Has Happened 
Here,” a book being published by 
Harper & Bros. 


He details in his book how 
he drew up the original plan for 
gradual integration of Central 
High beginning in the autumn of 
1957. 


After rioting at the out- 
set, a few Negro pupils com- 
pleted that school year with the 
aid of federal troops sent in by 
President Eisenhower. But the fol- 
lowing year, Gov. Orval E. Fau- 
bus closed Little Rock’s public 
high schools rather than permit 
integration te continue. They still 
are closed 


Of the failure of integration in 
Little Rock, Blossom writes: “I 
believe the basic reasons for fail- 
ure Must be found in the vacilla- 
tion of political leaders at state 


= federal levels—all tried to} 


responsibility for eeferce-} 
a in a deliberate plot by 
segregationists all over the South 
to force a finish fight in Little 
Rock in an effort to delay or pre- 
vent a showdown on their home 
grounds.” 


Blossom writes that Citizens 
Council of Arkansas invited for- 
mer Gov. Marvin Griffin of Geor- 
gia, “one of the south’s most ar- 
dent segregationist leaders,’’ to 
be the guest of honor at a dinner 
in August. 


“The council obviously wanted 
Griffin not only to stir up maki- 
mum public prejudice in Little 
Rock but particularly to put the 
final ounce of pressure on Fau- 
bus,”” says Blossom, adding: 


Griffin attacked the Supreme 
Court and urged the South to re- 
sist integration by every legal 
means and to back a great na- 
tional propaganda campaign to 
support “the correctness of our 
stand and our way of life.”’ 


Blossom says Griffin’s visit was 
“tremendously effective in behalf 
of the segregationists.” He adds: 

“For one thing, a member of 
Griffin’s party, Roy V. Harris, a 
publisher, also spoke to the diners 
and he lived up to Faubus’ fears 
of unbridled oratory.”’ 

Blossom describes Faubus as 
wavering under  segregationist 
pressure until he was maneuvered 
into a political corner. The author 
offers it as his opinion that Fau- 
bus wanted the federal govern- 
ment to act and thus relieve him 


of responsibility for enforcing in- | 


tegration. 


But Blossom says the federal 
government offered no leadership. 
Of President Eisenhower's dis- 
patch of troops to Little Rock, 
Blossom writes: “If the use of 
armed force in the controversy 
over integration of Central High 
School proved anything, it was 
that America’s civil rights prob- 
lems cannot be solved with bay- 


bill as it passed the Senate. The

Let Cravey Resign 
As Funds Trustee 


The startling report from the attorney 
general's office about Comp. Gen. Zack 
Cravey’s role in a State Employes’ Re- 
tirement System loan is another example 
of wanton official abuse of public trust 
which has shocked and sickened all Geor- 
gians in recent months. 

Certainly, as Gov Vandiver says, it is 
an action which should concern the Ful- 
ton County solicitor general and the Ful- 
ton Grand Jury. While elaborate precau- 
tions apparently were taken to circum- 
vent the intent of law without violating 
it, every aspect of the case should be in- 
vestigated to establish the truth. 


The governor said yesterday that the 
action on Mr. Cravey’s part was “unwise, 
imprudent and indiscreet.” This view is 
rather unanimous. If the comptroller gen- 
eral had any usefulness as a trustee of 
the system’s funds, it no longer exists, 

The public will welcome signs of ac- 
tivity by Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook’s office 
indicated by this report. The newly cre- 
ated Criminal Division of the State Law 
Dept. is apparently on the job. Let us hope 
it means a new and vigorous attitude in 
protecting the people’s interests. 

Meanwhile, Comp. Gen. Cravey is a 
man of many titles. We frequently have 
questioned his fitness for holding all of 
them. Here is corroboration that he defi- 
nitely should not be a trustee of the State 
Employes’ System Retirement Fund. 

Mr. Cravey should have the grace to 
resign. If he will not, the least the Gen- 
eral Assembly can do is to relieve him of 
this and possibly other titles, 


Death of Fee System 
Should Be Expedited - 


The McDuffie County election June 30 
is the latest of several called in Georgia 
in recent months to determine whether 
or not the fee system for paying certain. 
officials will be abolished. 

More and more local governments are 
recognizing the wisdom of placing offi- 
cials on a salary basis and are acting 
accordingly. The trend in that direction 
was recognized recently by the American 
Automobile Assn. in removing several 
Georgia communities from its blacklist.

Each defeat handed it represents a 
victory for impartial law enforcement 
and good government.

The General As- 
sembly has been derelict in its duty in 
failing to outlaw the fee method on. a 
statewide basis. Surely it should do 60 
at its next session.

Is More Heartening One 


The people of Little Rock have voted 
they want their public high schools re- 
opened, True enough, the actual ballot- 
ing was on the issue of recall. The mod- 
erates of the Arkansas capital, a city in 
turmoil since 1957 because of Gov. Or- 
ville Faubus’ defiance of a court order, 
petitioned for a recall of three school 
board officials, dedicated to closed schools 
and Gov. Faubus. 

This action followed the. dismissal of 
44 veteran teachers by these three men. 
The firing almost certainly was illegal 
but the patience of the people and the 

en was exhausted, They re- 
sorted to recall. — ‘nian 

There followed a demonstration of 
how public opinion has changed in the 
bitter years during which the people 
had learned what it meant to have schools 
closed. An aroused public outdid the 
White Citizens’ Council group on sig- 
natures. | ; 

Gov. Faubus, who had been quoted 
as saying he would not take part in the 
contest, finally moved in vigorously. He 
made two television speeches in which 
he descended to raising, by indirection, 
anti-Catholic and anti-Semitic prej- 
udices. It was a new low for Faubus. 
He also tried to make himself the issue 
by strong personal appeals for support. 

The voters ousted all three of Faubus’ 
school board members. 

The composition of the winning side 
was interesting. The Chamber of Com- 
merce and a smaller group of some of 
the city’s major corporate and small 
business executives formed a working 
committee. The mothers all worked. 
All labor. leaders took a prominent, pub- 
lic part. Negro voters had no public 
meetings but went to the polls. This 
coalition defeated the extremists and the 
state machine which was coaxed into ac- 
tion by Faubus. 

Thus we have a new Little Rock 

story. 
It should be of value to those states 
where the political leadership is dedi- 
cated to closing the schools. The parents 
and businessmen, small and large, in 
Little Rock have learned what happens 
to’ business and to the spirit of a city 
when its educational institutions are 
shut down. | 

What the future will be in Little Rock 
only time will tell. 

But the people who know the shat- 
tering effects of abolished schools ha 
managed to offset the great power by 
Faubus and his massive organization. 
They have ousted by the traditional use 
of the ballot the men who were seeking 
further to destroy public education. They 
have asked for restoration of public edu- 
cation.

The method may be understood 
by visualizing a flat wheel. The 
center of the wheel represents the 
problem. The spokes represerit re- 
lated facts. Children work 
through problems and their rela- 
tionships to other fields of know!l- 
edge with more emphasis upon 
relationship than fact. 

Social studies, used in both pri- 
vate and public schools, is the 
most widespread example of this 
practice. But elementary mathe- 
matics, science, civics, history, 
algebra, geometry, English, eco- 
nomics and live languages are 
taught by this project method. 

After 12 years of gathering tid- 
bits of disordered information, 
students are expected by parents 
and teachers to put together in- 
tuitively the laws and principles 
of mathematics, science, econom- 
ics, governmental forms and eth- 
ics. This cannot be done. No one 
crop of children can discover the 
long-held traditions of 8,000 years 
of common culture. Nor can we 
afford to waste the talents of our 
potential doctors, lawyers, ‘teach- 
ers, scientists and mathemati- 
cians whose success is dependent 
upon the mastery of the laws, 
the principles and the tenets of 
their particular fields.

Sen. Javits Answered 


By the Arab Center 


New York — According to the 
New York Herald Tribune of May 
6, 1959, Sen. Jacob K. Javits is 
reported to have informed a Ha- 
dassah meeting that “Israel has 
evidenced willingness to negotiate 
compensation for Arab _ prop- 
erties, notwithstanding its heavy 
counterclaim against the Arab 
states which have ejected 300,000 
Jews since 1948 and deprived 
them of their property.” 

Israel's “willingness to negoti- 
ate compensation’’ is not what the 
United Nations decreed in 1948 
and 1950. What the General As- 
sembly resolved was that ‘‘the 
refugees wishing to return to their 
homes and live at peace with 
their neighbors should be per - 
mitted to do so at the earliest 
practicable date, and that com- 
pensation should be paid for the 
property of those choosing not to 
return and for less of or damage 


to property.”” These resolutions 
remain unimplemented owing to 
Israeli intransigence and they are 
today still the only legal interna- 
tional instruments pertaining to 
the Arab refugees and their prop- 
erty. It is not compensation that 
the refugees demand but the res- 
toration of their inherent right to 
homes and homeland. 


As regards the second part of 
the statement, the Arab states did 
not eject any of their Jewish cit- 
izens; and no Jewish citizen has 
been forcibly deprived of his prop- 
erty. Had one such incident taken 
place the United Nations would 
have been flooded with protests 
of “persecution and discrimina- 
tion.” The fact that none is on 
record is evidence that the ac- 
cusation is false. 


The truth of the matter is that 
Jews who emigrated from Arab 
countries did so of their own voli- 
tian. They liquidated their busi- 
nesses, sold their property and 
took away what they could. To 
hold them back would have been 
described as interfering with the 
personal liberties and freedoms 
of the individual. 


Rabbi Elmer Berger, writing 
about the Iraqi Jews, said: 
“The government did not want 
the Jews to leave. . . But if the 
government attempted to sup- 
press Zionist agitation attempting 
to stampede the Iraqi Jews, it 
was again accused of discrimina- 
tion.”

Diplomatic D-Day 
Is Rushing Near! 


WASHINGTON—Exactly 15 years ago in this 
late Maytime season we and the British were 
marshaling in England for history’s most terrible 
and fateful assault, the cross-channel invasion 


against 
piers of Western Europe. It was a time of unspeakable hovering dan- 
gers in a spring as softly green then in England as is this present 


spring here in Washington. 

England then, a decade and a 
half ago, was a meeting place in 
time for an unforgettable para- 
dox—an Wour of special, unique 
awareness that both hope and 
death were in the air over West- 
ern Europe. 

Those who were not there for 
D-Day have, understandably, a 
far rosier notion of the inevit- 
ability of the success that fol- 
lowed than was ever justified by 
the plain facts. The invasion suc- 
ceeded, yes; and in the short- 
hand of history that is all that is 
needful to tell the story. 

But it was a success only by 
the most awful of narrow Mar- 
gins. In long painstaking work 
with their charts the meteorolo- 
gists had decided that the early 
days of that June would be, for 
weather and for tide, the most 
nearly suitable to our purposes. In 
truth, the weather suddenly 
turned nasty beyond any possible 
advance calculation. The big 
jump across the channel had to 
be postponed from the original 
date, June 5, to June 6. And it 
went forward even then only be- 
cause the vast machine had been 
cranked up and it could not be 
delayed any more. Our lodge- 
ments on the French beaches 
were soon held by the thinnest of 
forces—with the thinnest of sup- 
plies because much of what we 
needed was going to the bottom 
of the channel.

In a word, the one irreplace- 
able strength we had then, the 
one thing that not even the worst 
channel weather in 40 years could 
take away from wus, was an un- 
shakeable American-British unity. 
It brought us through, weather or 
no weather. Without it we should 
have lost the whole invasion and 
possibly the whole war. 

Now in another springtime both 
hope and danger are again in the 
air over Western Europe. Again 
the same two allies confront, in 
the Geneva conference, another 
desperate ‘German problem.” 
This time it is not a military 
problem — not yet, at least—but 
in its way it is perhaps even hard- 
er to resolve than that other more 
brutally plain one of 15 years ago. 

For this time the allies are not 
bound in the comradeship of hot 
war. They are to a significant de- 
gree dispersed by the diplomacy 
of cold war. 

There is no possible way to 
cross our present channel of dan- 
ger except together, just as there 
was no other way to cross that 
other channel so long ago. It is 
not a matter only of sentiment. 
It is a requirement of survival, 
just as it was then, that we do 
not break apart as our-diplomatic 
D-Day approaches in Geneva.

According to Professor Halle, 
who used to be a member of the 
Policy Planning Staff of the State 
Department, finding a Lesser 
Short-toed Lark in France instead 
of Africa is like finding the New 
York Yankees in the cellar.

They have made plenty 
of “news” but no progress and 
about the only thing they have 
demonstrated in the process is 
that the art of diplomacy has been 
debased beyond belief. 

Instead of the quiet, orderly, 
precise process of traditional di- 
plomacy, the four foreign min- 
isters have been engaged in the 
arts of the propagandist. These 
are noisy and imprecise and lead 
inevitably not to the “manage- 
ment” of international relations 
but to extreme positions highly 
difficult to manage at all. - 

In fact, almost everything is or- 
ganized here in such a way as to 
make genuine negotiation and ac- 


commodation impossible. Eyery- 
thing that is said or done in the 
formal meetings at the Palais des 
Nations is duly taken down and 
reported officially to the 1,200 re- 
porters waiting at the door. 

This means, of course, that 
everything that is said, even in 
private conversations, has to be 
carefully calculated for tomor- 
row’s headlines. 

The system is fine for the re- 
porters. It gives us something to 
write about. It is also fine for the 
Soviets as a propaganda device, 

All this deranges the whole 
process of diplomacy. Every So- 


viet trick leaves a drop of poison 
in its wake. Every distortion of 
the West’s position encourages 
counter-propaganda on the other 
side. The old diplomacy, with its 
secret covenants secretly arrived 
at, clearly had its faults, but Gen- 
eva has provided little evidence 
that this new system of open dis- 
agreements openly arrived at is 
any better.

Then the hooded and masked 
men drove Parker to the Pearl 
River bridge which links Mis- 
sissippi and Louisiana near Bo- 
galusa, La., the telecast said. 


“They were planning to kill 
Parker when the lights of an 
oncoming car scared the men, 
and they sped to the Louisiana 
side of the bridge and waited at 
a cattle inspection station,’’ the

Parker, who 
had regained consciousness, made 
another unsuccessful struggle to 
escape.

Mr. Armstrong’s acres adjoin our acre 
(all right, three-quarters of an acre, if you 
have to be technical) and we pick his wild 
strawberries and his daisies and his sweet 
shrub blooms as if they were our own, We 


check on his cabin and he checks on ours .

there and we run out of matches we run 
down the path and, as the old settlers had 
it, “borrow fire.” In August when the 
Georgia Mountain Fair opens in Hiawassee 
we take a proprietary pride in the fact that 
Mr. Armstrong’s honey, white gold and

So it was with more than usual neighbor- 
ly warmth that we saw Mr. Armstrong’s 
pick-up truck parked by the spring the 
other day and found him and Mrs. Arm- 
strong, chairs tilted back against the hem- 
lock trees in the shade at the front door 
of their cabin. 


We had planned on picking daisies in the 
meadow where he usually sets up his bee- 
hives and maybe mooching a few straw- 
berries as we picked. But we lingered to 
visit and talk about the prospect of the 
sourwood season. (Mr. Armstrong doesn’t 
think it looks too good. Those omnivorous 
tree-eaters, the inch worms, are back and 
he can’t be sure yet that there’ll be enough 
sourwood blooms to keep his bees busy.) 


Eventually we got to what the beekeeper 
calls “‘loafing’® around the woods a bit. 
This is not flatlander style loafing, which is 
best done in a hammock, but is walking at 
top speed straight up a mountain or plung- 
ing spiritedly through underbrush in search 
of some rare herb plant or unusual fern.

“Have you seen the mayapple bloom this 
year?”’ Mr. Armstrong asked me. 


I shook my head. From year to year I 
forget what the mayapple looks like. In 
fact, I can never remember exactly what 
poison oak looks like and am usually knee 


deep in it, following the beekeeper at full 
gallop, before he turns and remarks tact- 
fully, “‘I believe you said you ain’t sensitive 
to poison oak?” 


We found a whole corvocation of may- 
apple plants in a dense shade under the 
rhododendrens and then the fiery blooms of 
the pink root drew us deeper into the 
woods and before long we were on our knees 
digging for blood root to make a purifying 
spring tonic. (Or is it a purge?) We came 
upon ginseng, that lovely shy looking little 
notched leaved plant called “‘ ’sang’”’ in the 
Blue Ridge mountains and dug and shipped 
to far away places for its medicinal proper- 
ties. 


Mr. Armstrong’s rough, work-knotted 
hands were gentle as he lifted the plant up 
for my inspection on a handful of earth 
and his gaunt, weathered face with its 
keen dark eyes looked happy. 
know if he realizes his “’sang” is the 
mandrake root of literature. I doubt if he 
has read John Donne and associates ginseng 
with those lines: 


“Go, and catch a falling star, 

Get with child a mandrake root, 

Tell me where all past years are, 

Or who cleft the Devil’s foot.” 

But he is himself a kind of poet, a mystic 


even, in his pleasure in the earth and its 
beauties. And I am glad he is back.

West’s double of his opponent’s 
slam contract today was ill-ad- 
vised for even if he felt that six 
spades could be defeated beyond 
the peradventure of a doubt, his 
double would prove ill-advised if, 
for example, the adversaries de- 
cided to run to six no trump, 
against which there might be no 
defense. 


West decided to forestall the 
possibility of a cross-ruff by open- 
ing a trump, and, on the very 
first trick, larer received the 
shocking news that West had 
more trumps than he did. 


While prospects were dim, all 
hope need not be abandoned if 
declarer could cash a sufficient 
number of diamond tricks. De- 
clarer started to discard clubs 
from his hand and when East 
showed out on the third lead of 
diamonds, West became marked 
with 10 cards in diamonds and 
spades. His other three would 
soon be determined. But one 
thing was certain: if West had/no 
clubs the hand could not be won. 
It was probable, however, that 
West’s remaining cards were dis- 
tributed two and one. 


In order to plan his campaign 
with delicacy, declarer must de- 
termine precisely how West’s 
hearts and clubs were divided; 
whereupon he led a heart to his 
queen to force West’s ace and the 
trump return was taken in the 
South hand. One round of clubs 
was cashed and now the king of 
hearts was played. If West had 
no more hearts, he would have to 
ruff and dummy would overruff 
and, since West’s remaining card 
would have to be a-club, South 
could safely cash the ace of clubs 
and cross-ruff the balance of the 
tricks. 


But actually West followed to 
the king of hearts and declarer 
criscrossed the rest of the tricks.

May 30 will be Confederate Memorial Day for some lonely Con- 
federate soldiers who are buried in Ohio. For the first time, they 
will have Confederate flags placed on their graves on national 
Memorial Day. 


The Confederates are buried in Ohio because that’s where they 
fell as members of Gen. John McCausland’s and Gen. Jubal Early’s 
troops who raided in that state during 1864 as part of Lee’s strategy 
to take pressure off his lines at Richmond. 


Early went up the Shenandoah Valley, intent on Washington, 
McCausland was in command of part of his troops. They didn’t 
take Washington, but the troops under McCausland did burn Cham- 
bersburg, Pa. Early headed west, and some of his men fell in Ohio. 


Here's the way the flags got sent to Ohio: Sidney Schell, Atlan- 
ta attorney, went to Gallipolis, Ohio, to visit an old school friend, 
James S. Porter, a newspaper man and an Ohio state senator.

On Ohio Plot May 30

While there he met Dick Thomas, editor of the Athens, Ohio, Mes- 
senger. 


After Mr. Schell got back to Atlanta, he received a letter from 
Mr. Thomas telling how Union flags were placed on the Confederate 
graves there, right along with those on Union soldiers. Mr. Thomas 
thought it would be fitting to put Confederate flags on the Rebel 
soldier’s graves. So did Mr. Schell, so he sent the same kind of 
flags that are used here on April 26 to grace the graves of the Con- 
federate dead. 


One of the flags will be used on the grave of Gen. McCausland, 
who is buried high on a hill overlooking the point where the Kana- 
wha River flows into the Ohio. Gen. McCausland lived in West Vir- 
ginia until his death in 1927. 


Mr. Schell and Judge Augustus Roan, who first told me of the 
flags, agree that May 30 should be Memorial Day for the whole 
country to honor all Americans who have died in all wars. 


I’m sure the Confederate dead near Gallipolis and Athens never 
minded in the past when the Union flag was placed on their graves.

Notes from a trip around the state: A new in- 
dustry ... jobs for more than 100 people...a 
payroll of more than $250,000 a year... .

So he was making a special trip there to see for himself, 
strictly on the q.t.—a not uncommon procedure in the preliminary 
stages of industrial expansion. 


But he never carried out his plans. 


For he had no sooner arrived than he fell victim to what he 
says was a speed trap, which brought his visit to an abrupt end. 


Retreating as rapidly as he dared, he swore that he would 
never return—much less ever consider or recommend that com- 
munity for a new plant. 


The account of this incident came from a very prominent and 
reputable north Georgia businessman who looks after some of the 
business affairs of the manufacturing executive. 


He said the company still intends to locate a branch plant in 
south Georgia. 
The announcement is yet to be made, but when it comes it 


will be a proud day—a time of civic button-bustin'—for the com- 
munity that is selected. 


Businessmen there will long feel the economic stimulus pro- 
vided by the addition of more than 100 new jobs.
